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MAN SENTENCED HANG FOR TREASON 


MAX STEPHAN AIDED 
FLIGHT OF ESCAPED 
GERMAN AIR PILOT 


JUDGE BELIEVES DEATH 
SENTENCE WILL BE DE- 
TERRANT IN SUCH CASES 


DETROIT, Aug. 6 .-(#)— 


Max Stephan, first person 
in 148 years to be convict- 
ed of treason in the United 
States courts, was sentenced 
in Federal court today to be 
hanged. 


U. S. District Judge Ar- 


thur Tuttle directed that Stephan, 
German-born American citizen, be 
hanged on Nov. 13, 1042, within 
the walls of the federal detention 
prison at Milan, Mich. 


Stephan was convicted in feder- 
al court hero of aiding the flight 
of a Nazi flier escaped from a 
Canadian concentration camp. 


"The life of this traitor, Max 


Slephan, is less valuable than the 
lives of our loyal sons which are 
being given in the cause of the 
United States," said Judge Tuttle 
In pronouncing sentence. 


"We have been too soft, to the 
extent of being mushy. There are 
too many in tho sob squad and 
too few' in the fighting squad. 
This is no ordinary war. 
We talk 


of soldiers and we think of death 
not In figures of thousands but in 
figures of millions. If the lives or 
many of our boys are to be taken 
to help such a cause, this court 
should not hesitate to take the 
life of one traitor if it, in turn, 
•will help that same just cause."

William Dudley Pelley, convicted 
on 11 counts of criminal sedition

A motion for a new trial will be 


filed within three days, defense at- 
torney Floyd Christian said, and If 
It is denied the case will be appeal- 
ed promptly to the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, in Chicago.

It la 
a 
commonplace 
remark 
nowadays that the city is 
demo- 


cracy's greatest problem. . It al- 
ways has been, and always will be. 
And the remedy Is clearly Indi- 
cated In the oldest tale of cities' 
sin, the 
doom of 
Sodom 
and 


Gomorrah. 
Even a minority of 
good citizens may save a city. If 
they are not to be found, the fate 
of that city la destruction. 


Currently with tremendous news 


of the war, we read tales of un- 
covered graft 
In certain 
great 


municipalities. 
The contrast 
is 
striking. On the one hand Is a 
life and death struggle to defend 
the country; and on the 
other 


hand Is sordid crime and 
cheap 


politics carrying on as 
if wholly 


blind to the simple truth that the 
war may be lost on 
the 
moral 


front. For a nation's morale is de- 
pendent upon Its people's morals; 
e.g. France. 


Sodom and Gomorroh were doom- 


ed because there were not BO—no, 
not even 
ten—good men 
to be 


found within their walls. 


Two Timely Truths 


On the surface of this grim old 
story stand out two great truths. 
The first is that the Lord Almighty 
Is not Indifferent to the 
character 


of communities, cities and nations. 


Their sins against society are sins 


against Him. Political corruption 
may be a matter of Indifference to 
citizens blindly engrossed in pur- 
suit of their own personal inter- 
ests; but they are not a matter of 
Indrfference to God. His nature 
and His law are both affronted. 
Man cannot escape mass dealings 
with Eternal Justice. 
There 
la 


enough TNT in this old story 
to 


blow to smithereens 
the 
stupid 


smallness and 
carlessness of all 


who are "not Interested 
In poli- 
tics." 


The second truth Is that 
good 


people are the savings salt of so- 
ciety. If even a handful of right- 
eous men 
had 
been 
found 
In 


Sodom and Gomorrah 
the 
cities 


would have been spared with op- 
portunity for repentance 
and 
re- 


demption. So It Is no unimportant 
thing for an Individual to live 
a 


good life. 
The generalization has 


been made that "All the world Is 


because the conditions were not 
met. 
As he looked 
upon 
the 


luxuriant life of the Jordan Valley 
—a sight no traveler ever forgets 
—his great heart was stirred to in- 
tercession. From the story we get 
a mighty Impulse to 
intercessory 
prayer. How dare w« pray 
for 


ourselves alone in such a time as 
this?

the city for the sake of ten. How 
little the quanlty of salt that may 
savor a whole lump! But the ten 
were not found ; only Lot and his 
family, and they were bidden to 
flee from destruction, 
while 
the 


city perished In all of its shame- 
ful sin. 
Eternal Justice and Man's Prayer 


One of the arguments 
used by 


Abraham has been called by Israel 
Zangwill, "one of 
the 
epochal 


sentences of the Bible"—"Shall not 
the Judge of all the 
earth 
do 


right?" The final appeal of all life 
is to the Justice of the Eternal. 
This Is the basis of our confidence 
In victory In the present war. 


We have sought to ally ourselves 


with the eternal standards of God. ' 
Our alms are the alms of Justice 
and right and good will. Does not 
the suffering and 
death 
of the 


myriads of Hitler's victims cry to 
God as the blood of Abel from the 
earth? We plead for Justice and 
mercy, and surely the Almighty 
cannot let that prayer go unheed- 
ed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. «.—<fl»)—W. 


J. Sohleffeltn, Jr., of New Yonc 
City, testified today that, ft the 
miasma of the approaching elect- 
ions made It Impossible to vote a 
retail gales tax now, the senate 
finance committee ought to "stand 
up and tell the country so." 
Appearing before the committee 


for 
the Chamber of Commerce 


of the state of New York, Sehief- 
felln said his organization believ- 
ed that it might be to the coun- 
try's benefit "to have no tax bill 
at all until after election, rather 
than a bill to go Into effect in 
September or October dominated 
by election politics." 
He urged imposition of a grad- 


uated tax, ranging from 2 to S per 
cent, on retail sales, estimating 
that It would raise $3,800,000,000. 
Chairman George (D-Ga.) of the 


senate finance committee express- 
ed he opinion today that congress 
ought to Junk the present system 
of renegotiating military contracts 
and establish an over-all limita- 
tion on war profits. 


George's statement was prompt- 


ed by an appeal by Henry B. 
Fernald of Montclalr, N. J., for 
repeal of provision of the 
law 


which permits the army and navy 
o renogotlat contracts to scale 
down profits. 


Speaking for the American Min- 


ng Congress, the witness said this 
provision created 
confusion 
and 


interfered with operatlone of the 
excons profits levies of the 
tax 


aws. 


George interrupted to say that 


he believed that the renegotiation 
provision was "entirely unwork- 
able," adding that thecommittee 
was going to have to deal with 
the uestlon of its repeal.

Itles within the British Empire, 
equal In status, In no way subordi- 
nate one to another In any respec'.

fairs, though united by a common 
allegiance to the crown, and freely 
associated as members of'the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations." 


That declaration was formalized 


in the passage of the statute of 
Westminster in 1931 by parliament. 


So In the statute of Westminster 


we see Britain turning loose the 
major component parts of her em- 
pire with the exception of India 


Besides these wholly Independ- 


ent states, there, are, of course, 
many other units. 


The bond which holds together 


the already 
wholly independent 


parts of the British "empire" is 
slender but It Is strong. It is the 
bond of blood, and the community 
of interests and Ideals. We have 
seen it bring ail 
the 
sovereign 


btates to the support of the moth- 
er country in this new world war. 
What the future will bring forth 
we cannot foresee, but It may Just 
AS easily be a strengthening as 4 
weakening of the^bond.

Robinson. This situation, he points 
out, can easily 
become 
a 
very 


serious matter, due to the 
late 


crop. Ordinarily at this season of 
the year, tho crop is practically 
made, however, this year with cot- 
ton young and still 
undeveloped, 


the worm could easily cause losses 
reaching 
alarming 
proportions. 


Fortunately, the worm 
Is 
easily 


killed, and the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station, he flays, rec- 
ommends application of five 
to 


seven pounds an acre of calcium 
arscnato as a dust for control of 
the worm. 


I,cad arscnato applied In 
the 


same quantity also may be used as 
a means of control, although 
It 


kills more slowly. By adding lime, 
talc, or clay the dusting qualities 
of lead arsenate 
are Improved. 


Paris green also provides a control 
element, but It should be mixed 
with an equal amount of flour to 
Increase adherence, and with five 
parts of hydratcd lime to offset 
danger of burning the plant foliage. 
In other words the mixture should 


! comprise one port each of poison 
' and flour, and five parts hydrated 
lime. 


Best results are obtained by ap- 


plying the poison 
with 
suitable 


dusting 
machinery, 
but 
where 


spraying Is p^ferred, three pounds 
of calcium arsenate, or two pounds 
of lead arsenate. may be used with 
50 gallons of wr.ter. If Paris green 
Is applied as a spray, 
one

pound should be mixed with two 
pounds of hydratcd lime in every 
50 gallons of water, and thoroughly 


! agitated before using. All spray 


mixtures should bo freshly made 
up when applied. 


Application 
of white 
arsenic, 


either in dry form or mixed with 
water as a spray, will seriously 
damage plants and Is not advised.
